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Bradley Hearing 

Set for June 5

An extradition hearing for 
Edgar Eugene Bradley, accused 
by Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison of 
conspiring to murder President 
John F. Kennedy, will be held 
Juize 5 in Sacramento, Calif. 

George Jensen, Bradley’s at- 
torney, said he was notified of 
the hearing date by Gov. Hon 
aid Reagan’s legal secretary, 
Edwin Meese, who will preside 
at the hearing. 

After issuing a warrant 
charging Bradley with conspir- 
acy to murder, Garrison is seek- 
ing the 49-year-old North Holly- 
wood, Calif., man to testify in 
his controversial probe of the 
assassination. 

Bradley, a West Coast busi- 
ness executive for a broadcast 
evangelist, has denied any con- 
nection with the slaying. 
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
